Like  a  lot  of 
students  he  choose  to  do  his  work  hours  at 
the  Samaritan  Inn  initially  because  it 
interfered  with  his  schedule  least.  He 
came  up  and  told  me  that  he  was  sincerely 
glad  that  he  had  gone  down  there  and  it 
had  been  a  really  great  experience  for  him, 
realizing  both  the  things  he  did  that  he 
shouldn't  have  done,  but  also  working  at 
the  Inn,  and  the  positive  effect  his  pres- 
ence has  had  there.   It's  great  that  some- 
body has  gotten  something  out  of  it 
because  when  we  consider  cases  and 
penalties  we  are  really  all  looking  out  for 
the  good  of  the  student  and  do  what  we 
think  would  be  best  for  them  individually.

What  do  you  enjoy  most  about  Wake  Forest^ 
The  friends  I  have  made,  my  activities  and  the 
classroom  environment  and  especially  my 
relationship  with  my  fraternity  brothers. 
Tell  me  about  your  fraternity. 
Alpha  Phi  Alpha  is  a  predominately  black 
fraternity.  Our  motto  is  "First  of  all,  service  for 
all,  we  shall  transcend  all".  We  do  a  lot  of 
activities  in  the  Winston-Salem  community. 
We're  Big  Brothers,  we  act  as  tutors,  we  put  on 
step-shows,  and  we  are  active  in  all  sorts  of 
campus  life.  We  have  become  strong  voices  on 
this  campus  and  in  Winston-Salem. 
What  do  you  think  is  the  toughest  thing  about 
being  a  black  student  on  campus? 
The  toughest  thing  about  being  a  black  student 
is  that  people  think  that  the  only  reason  that 
we  are  here  is  because  we're  black:  here  either 
as  an  athlete  or  on  a  minority  scholarship.  They 
don't  understand  that  I'm  here  on  a  Carswell 
scholarship,  which  is  a  non-minority  and  highly 
competitive  scholarship.   I  worked  really  hard 
in  high  school  and  it's  unfair  to  come  here  and 
see  someone  trivialize  all  of  your  hard  work 
with  the  color  of  your  skin.  They're  a  lot  of  good 
black  students  here  and  it  just  frustrates  me 
that  people  want  to  pool  all  the  black  students, 
athletes,  non-athletes,  into  one  category.  It's 
just  a  common  assumption  that  all  the  black 
students  are  here  on  a  minority  scholarship 
when  that's  not  true  at  all. 
I'm  a  black  male  at  a  time  when  the  only 
images  you  see  of  the  black  male  are  of  him 
being  arrested,  robbing  or  murdering  some- 
body. People  tend  to  not  focus  on  the  human 
side.  They'll  say,  oh  he's  an  athlete,  they  make 
it  seem  like  the  only  benefit  he  has  to  society  is 
that  he  can  put  the  ball  through  the  hoop  or  he 
can  catch  the  football.  I  just  feel  like  sometimes 
I'm  carrying  the  burden  that  not  all  black 
people  are  that.  They  take  the  fact  that  you  are 
on  top  as  proof  that  someone  picked  you  up  and 
brought  you  here,  not  that  you  earned  it. 
Sometimes  you  feel  this  burden  that  you  always 
have  to  do  right.  Every  test  you  take  it's  like 
stepping  up  to  the  foul  line  with  no  time  left 
and  your  team  is  down  and  you've  got  two  foul 
shots.  You  either  miss  them,  or  you  make  one 
and  tie  or  you  make  them  both  and  win:  that 
game.   It's  a  never  ending  situation.

What  is  the  most  memorable  or  meaningful 
volunteer  experience  that  you  've  had? 
The  times  that  seem  most  significant  to 
me  are  the  ones  when  I  am  one  on  one 
with  someone.  This  past  summer  in  New 
York  city,  I  was  volunteering  in  the 
homeless  shelter  clinic  there.  When  I  first 
walked  in  to  the  shelter,  full  of  armed 
security  guards,  I  noticed  how  hot  and 
crowded  it  was  and  that  the  area  was  like 
one  big  tin  with  people  sitting  on  the  floor. 
A  gentleman  came  up  to  me  and  said  "I 
need  help".   I  thought,  how  can  I  help  him, 
I'll  see  if  he's  in  pain,  take  his  vital  signs. 
He  sat  down  and  started  talking  about  his 
life  and  I  talked  about  mine.  I  realized 
that  we  had  a  lot  of  things  in  common  in 
our  background:  me  not  having  a  father 
and  him  growing  up  in  a  single  parent 
home.   We  talked  for  about  45  minutes  on 
and  on  without  me  even  taking  his  tem- 
perature. After  the  45  minute  period,  he 
said"  I'm  fine "  and  said  thank  you  and  left 
for  dinner.  I  realized  at  that  point  the 
importance  of  communication.  He  didn't 
need  physicial  attention  as  much  as  he 
needed  to  think  that  someone  cared.  That 
really  hit  home  because  of  the  fact  that  he 
had  not  had  that  type  of  contact  had  led 
him  to  the  condition  he  was  in  now. 
What  are  your  plans  for  your  life? 
I'm  going  to  Harvard  medical  school  next 
year.  I  plan  to  be  a  physician  in  an  inner 
city  area.  Partiallly  what  motivates  me  to 
go  into  this  specific  area  is  that  I  don't 
have  a  father.  When  I  was  younger  people 
would  come  and  tell  me  that  "you  are 
going  to  repeat  the  cycle.  You  are  going  to 
be  an  unwed  mother  with  lots  of  children". 
I  wanted  to  prove  to  them  that  I  was  not. 
These  same  things  are  being  said  to 
indivduals  in  these  areas.

Miller  continued  to  address 
policitical  issues  in  his 
characteristically  satiric  and 
understated  comic  style  (not 
deadpan- just  dead). 

The  South  was  not  spared 
e.xamination  by  Miller's  dry 
wit  (runny  nose).  He  labelled 
.AJabama  "Darwin's  waiting 
room"  and  purported  that 
people  there  read  the  Sunday 
morning  comics  with  a  yellow 
highlighter  for  meaningful 
c|uotes  (where  did  he  get  his 
material). 

In  an  unusually 
upbeat  moment  during 
Miller's  perfomance,  he 
asked,  don't  you  hate  the 
guys  who  act  out  the  songs  on 
the  dance  floor?"  (don't  you 
hate  comedians  who  think 
one  good  character  for  3 
seasons  on  a  late  night  TV 
.show  creates  a  legend  ?). 
Waving  his  arms  in  the  air. 
Miller  languidly  intoned,

Tell  me  the  Malvolio  story. 
Malvolio  is  a  difficult  character  because 
Twelfth  Night  is  not  a  real  funny  com- 
edy. Malvolio  is  actually  a  very  small 
character  in  the  play,  he  only  appears  in 
four  scenes.  He's  kind  of  a  jerk  and  he's 
really  not  all  that  important  to  the  play 
in  one  aspect.   In  another  aspect,  espe- 
cially with  the  modern  audience,  most  of 
the  other  plot  of  the  play  is  lost.  Malvolio 
then  becomes  central  to  the  comedy  of 
the  play.  In  a  certain  way  you  could  say 
(if  Twelfth  Night  that  even  though 
Malvolio  is  a  supporting  role,  most 
people  remember  his  character  because 
he  does  the  wacky  things  and  he's  the 
one  that  makes  them  actually  laugh.  So 
it's  an  interesting  role,  you  don't  have 
much  time  but  there's  a  lot  you  can  get 
out  of  it.  One  of  the  things  that  is  most 
difficult  about  Shakespeare  is  trying  to 
find  a  fresh  approach,  one  that  is  inter- 
esting to  me.   Malvolio  has  been  done  so 
many  times  and  if  you  look  at  the  script 
he  is  very  stock:  he's  a  uptight  Puritan. 
Most  people  read  into  that  and  they  try 
to  blow  that  completely  out  of  proportion 
and  they  give  you  the  most  stiff,  the  most 
stuffy  person.  That  can  work  but  one  of 
the  things  that  I  looked  for  was  more  of  a 
through  line  for  Malvolio.  He's  got  to  go 
through  a  transition,  any  character  has 
to  be  different  at  the  end  than  he  is  at 
the  beginning,  or  it's  not  interesting  from 
the  actor's  point  of  view  or  the  audience's 
point  of  view.  It's  hard  to  find  that 
transition  in  Malvolio.  At  the  end  and 
the  beginning,  he's  angry,  stuffy,  but  we 
were  able  to  find  a  reason  for  a  change  of 
him  in  the  middle  which  is  his  love  for 
Olivia.  We  were  able  to  play  that  up  and 
play  the  fact  that  he  completely  gives 
himself  to  her.  Through  the  prison 
scene,  we  can  see  Malvolio  as  a  very 
scared  persecuted  person.  One  of  the 
things  we  used  in  that  was  the  speech 
impediment  that  we  came  up  with  about 
a  week  into  rehearsal.  John  Marc  Gulley 
[the  director]  wants  you  to  bring  in 
something  new.  He  suggested  doing 
Malvolio  in  another  dialect  and  I  thought 
about  it  and  I  said  maybe  instead  of 
doing  it  in  a  dialect,  I'd  try  to  do  it  in  a 
stutter.  So  I  did  and  afterwards,  we  sat 
down,  talked  about  the  possibilities  for 
Malvolio  psychological  complex.  All  of  a 
sudden  it  opened  up  doors  and  gave 
reasons  for  him  to  be  stuffy.

All  the  hype  that  surrounded  Wynton  Marsalis'  visit  to 
Wake  Forest  was  well-grounded.  The  sold-out  concert  in 
Wait  Chapel  was  indeed  an  event  well  worth  a  Friday 
evening-  even  though  that  night  was  the  same  as  the  basket- 
ball team's  first  (and  only!  NCAA  Tournament  contest.  The 
more  that  2,000  students  who  staved  ofF,  at  least  for  a  few 
hours,  the  NCAA  fever  that  had  struck  much  of  the  rest  of 
the  campus  and  held  on  to  their  tickets  were  not  disap- 
pointed. 

Marsalis  was  a  showstopper.   His  lungs,  lips  and  creative 
energy  all  in  focus,  he  led  the  ensemble  through  nearly  two 
hours  of  griddle-hot  music  ranging  from  jazz  classics  to  blues 
to  numbers  from  a  jazz  ballet  the  group  helped  write  last 
year. 

He  exhibited  the  entire  gamut  of  soloistic  endeavor  - 
circular  breathing,  notes  picked  out  of  the  stratosphere, 
lightening  fast  cadenzas  (hinting  at  Marsalis'  bountiful 
experience  in  classical  trumpeting  I  and  a  soulful,  bopping 
beat.  Just  when  the  audience  though  nothing  else  new  could 
possibly  march  forth  from  the  instrument,  Marsalis  birthed 
another  idea. 

Jazz  is  usually  played  in  a  cozy  nightclub  or  at  least  a 
small  concert  hall,  but  Marsalis'  band  maintained  their 
concentration  and  flair  all  evening,  despite  the  non-tradi- 
tional setting  of  Wait  Chapel,  complete  with  his  audience  of 
nearly  2500  and  chandeliers.  The  result  was  a  tight  rhythm 
and  a  fundamental  groove  -  hallmarks  of  good  jazz  that 
made  the  performance  great.

Sometimes  when  acting,  having  your 
soul  exposed  to  the  universe  makes 
you  very  mellow  and  humble.  You 
become  very  grateful  that  through  art 
you  can  touch  people  and  make  them 
laugh  and  cry.

Vice-President  Ed  Wilson,  who  delivered  the  1992 
Founder's  Day  address,  has  been  for  many  years  the 
voice  of  Wake  Forest  tradition  and  the  first  voice  that 
many  Wake  Foresters  hear.   Reprinted  here  is  his 
traditional  freshman  orientation  address. 

"  I  would  like  to  begin  by  telling  you  about  a  young 
poet  in  wartime  Poland  who  lay  for  hours  in  a  potato 
field  near  a  highway  under  attack  from  airplanes.  He 
had  a  book  in  his  hand  which  he  refused  to  let  go  of. 
As  he  lay  in  the  field,  there  was  nothing  for  him  to  look 
at  but  "a  stone  and  two  blades  of  grass."  He  suddenly 
understood,  he  said,  "the  value"  of  mere  things.  The 
stone  and  the  grass,  small  though  they  were,  were  "  a 
whole  kingdom,  an  infinity,"  a  universe,  and  he  saw 
them  m  detail  and  with  "exceptional  intensity." 

Another  young  poet,  forty  years  later,  a  woman,  who 
was  sentenced  to  hard  labor  by  the  Soviet  regime  and 
confined  to  her  cold  cell  in  a  freezing  winter,  suddenly 
saw  beauty  in  the  enchanted  "whirling  pattern"  of 
frost  on  her  cell  window.   It  was,  she  wrote,  a  "gift": 
perhaps  undeserved  but  enough  to  last  a  lifetime. 

Here  at  Wake  Forest,  in  this  place  of  abundance,  on 
this  August  afternoon,  where  neither  earth  nor  sky 
has  limits,  we  cannot  imagine  what  it  would  be  like  to 
be  reduced  in  our  vision  to  a  stone  and  two  blades  of 
grass  or  to  the  pattern  of  frost  on  a  window.  Our  view 
has  different  dimensions.  North,  south,  east,  or  west 
we  can  look  and  admire  and  ponder.   Sunrise  and 
sunset  will  be  ours  to  gaze  upon,  and  trees  and  flowers 
and  grass  are  everywhere  to  behold  and  to  possess. 
Even  those  piles  of  earth  and  pillars  of  construction 
and  closed  parking  lots  near  the  Library,  impudently 
in  our  way,  are  signs  of  promise;  symbols  of  new 
opportunities  to  come. 

You  have  arrived  in  this  open  place,  this  place  of 
freedom  and  possibility,  with  the  strength  of  eighteen 
years  of  life  and  learning.  Your  minds  are  alert,  your 
bodies  are  quick,  and  your  spirits  are  soaring-at  least 
they  should  be,  on  these  historic  days  of  transition  in 
your  lives.  You  also  bring  with  you  to  college--!  hope 
you  are  not  going  to  wince  at  these  words  before  I  can 
define  them--  the  innocence  and  the  beauty  that 
traditionally  belong  to  college  freshmen, 

I  am  not  naive  when  I  call  you  "innocent."   I  know 
that  some  of  you  are  already  wise  in  the  ways  of  the 
world:  that  you  have  seen  rawness  and  ugliness,  that 
you  have  fallen  in  and  out  of  love,  that  you  have 
sometimes  been  reckless  in  your  passions.  Some  of 
you  may  also  have  witnessed  that  frighteningly  darker 
side  of  human  experience:  injury,  disability,  disease, 
the  death  of  a  parent  or  a  brother  or  sister  or  a 
childhood  friend.   Under  the  pressure  of  tragedy  you 
may  have  been  propelled,  against  your  will,  into  an 
adult  world  far  beyond  your  years,  and  you  may  wish 
that  you  could  go  back  to  where  you  were  five  or  six 
years  ago. 

But  innocence  need  not  be  lost  through  the  familiar 
rites  of  adult  initiation.   Innocence  is  an  attitude,  a 
perspective,  a  constantly  renewable  receptivity  to  life 
of  each  succeeding  morning  and  evening,   It  implies 
resilience  after  loss,  a  coming  to  terms  with  defeat,  a 
refusal  to  be  cynical  or  embittered;  as  Woody  Allen  has 
suggested,  a   shiningness  of  soul"  that,  miraculously, 
cannot  be  tarnished  with  age.   In  that  sense  of  the 
word,  you  are  still   innocent".  Or-I  should  say—I  hope 
you  are:  college  is  best  when  you  are  eager  and  wide- 
eyed  and  unshackled  and  hopeful. 

I  have  also  called  you   beautiful":  a  word  you  may 
reject,  even  when  applied  to  yourselves,  as  romantic 
nonsense.  I  know  most  of  you  would  not  be  picked  for 
the  cover  of  Vanity  Fair  or  Vogue  or  for  one  of  those 
hang-on-the-wall  calendars  that  book  stores  sell  at 
Christmas  time.  By  the  standards  of  a  conformist 
marketplace,  you  might  fail  the  test  of  beauty.  But  the 
standard  of  the  marketplace  are  not  final.   Beauty  is 
best  apprehended  through  the  eyes  of  love  and  this 
week  you  are  being  seen  through  those  eyes.  Ask  your 
parents  what  they  saw  when  they  said  goodbye  to  you 
yesterday.  Or  ask  future  teachers,  who  will  glimpse  in 
you  the  features  and  gestures  of  their  own.  perhaps 
long  ago,  youthful  selves,  (continued  on  page  97)

I  have  stressed,  this  afternoon,  the  appeal  of  this  lovely 
and  inexhaustible  campus  and  the  power  and  the  charm 
of  your  presence  here  because  I  want  you  to  believe,  as  I 
do,  in  Wake  Forest  and  in  the  promise  of  Wake  Forest 
and  I  want  you  to  use  your  freshness--your 
freshmaness"--and  your  zeal--your  beauty--  to  make  that 
promise  ever  more  real. 

Here,  at  the  Wake  Forest  you  now  enter,  there  should 
be  no  place  for  dishonor.   The  quizzes  you  take,  the  papers 
you  write,  the  research  you  do.  the  ideas  you  develop:  all 
belong  uniquely  to  you.  And  every  other  student's 
quizzes,  papers,  research,  ideas  belong  uniquely  to  him  or 
to  her.  When  you  sign  your  name  to  your  college  work, 
you  are  making  a  declaration  and  a  commitment.  The 
very  essence  of  your  self  is  imbedded  m  your  name.   Dont 
destroy  your  name. 

Here,  at  the  Wake  Forest  you  now  enter,  there  should 
be  no  place  for  prejudice  or  exclusiveness.  For  more  than 
a  century  Wake  Forest  was  a  school  for  white  men  only, 
and  like  other  schools  we  were  slow,  to  change,  but  our 
motto  has  always  been  "Pro  Humanitate'  --for  humanity- 
and  implicit  in  that  motto,  even  in  earlier,  less  enlight- 
ened times,  was  what  in  fact  we  have  now  become:  a  place 
that  welcomes  and  embraces  humanity  in  all  its  richness, 
its  diversity,  and  its  equality.  See  in  others-in  all  others- 
-especially  in  those  most  unlike  yourself--the  same  beauty 
I  have  said  I  see  in  you. 

Here  at  the  Wake  Forest  you  now  enter,  there  should  be 
no  place  for  the  abuse  of  others.  Men  and  women  should 
respect  each  other,  and  women  should  be  able  to  trust 
men  even  as  men  trust  women.  Any  student,  any  worker, 
any  visitor  should  be  free  to  walk  on  this  campus  from 
building  to  building,  through  the  cafeteria,  beneath  a 
dormitory  window,  past  a  fraternity  house,  across  a 
parking  lot.  by  day  or  by  night,  and  not  only  feel  safe  and 
secure  but  also  never  see  a  gesture  or  hear  a  taunt  that  is 
rude  or  demeaning.  This  is  a  place  dedicated  to  a 
common  cause.  Here  there  should  be  no  enemies. 

Rather,  I  should  say,  there  is  only  one  enemy.  "The 
innocent  and  the  beautiful."  said  Yeats.  "Have  no  enemy 
but  time. '  Four  years  may  seem-to  you  now— like  an 
endless  vista,  and  travelling  from  18  to  22  may  seem  like 
a  long,  long  march,  but  the  moments  of  college  are 
precious  and  fleeting,  and  they  ought  not  to  be  wasted  in 
dishonor  or  prejudice  or  hatred  or  arrogance  or  abuse. 
Use  them,  instead,  for  friendship,  for  conversation,  for 
worship,  for  the  joy  of  sports,  for  the  pleasures  of  all  those 
invitingly  diverse  experiences  we  sum  up  as  'student  life." 
Use  them,  most  of  all  for  learning. 

Near  the  end  of  T.  H.  White  s  The  Sword  in  the  Stone 
the  wise  old  magician  tutor  Merlin  is  giving  his  princely 
student  Arthur  some  farewell  advice  about  how  he  should 
use  his  time.    "The  best  thing. "  says  Merlin,  "is  to  learn 
something.  That  is  the  only  thing  that  never  fails.  You 
may  grow  old  and  trembling...  you  may  lie  awake  at 
night...,  you  may  miss  your  only  love,  you  may  see  the 
world  about  you  devastated  by  evil  lunatics,  [you  may  seel 
your  honor  trampled  in  the  sewers  of  baser  minds.  There 
is  only  one  thing  for  it  then--to  learn....  That  is  the  only 
thing  which  the  mind  can  never  exhaust,  never  alienate, 
never  be  tortured  by.  never  fear  or  distrust,  and  never 
dream  of  regretting.   Learning  is  the  thing  for  you.   Look 
at  what  a  lot  of  things  there  are  to  learn-pure  science, 
...astronomy..-,  natural  history....  literature,  ...biolog>-  and 
medicine  and  [religion!  and  geography  and  history  and 
economics."  And  Merlin  continues.  At  the  end  of  his 
discourse  Merlin  asks  the  young  Arthur:    Do  you  think 
you  have  learned  anything?"  to  which  Arthur  replies  "I 
have  learned,  and  been  happy," 

Once  upon  a  time  a  Polish  poet,  under  fire,  had  nothing 
to  look  at  but  "a  stone  and  two  blades  of  grass. '  A  Russian 
poet,  in  a  prison  cell,  saw  beauty  in  a    whirling  pattern" 
of  frost  on  a  window.   Here  in  this  place  of  abundance, 
your  vision  knows  no  such  limits.  You  "Hold  Infinity  in 
the  palm  of  your  hand."  Grasp  it  with  respect  and  purpose 
and  passion  so  that,  four  years  from  now,  when  someone 
asks  you.    Do  you  think  you  have  learned  anything?"  you 
can  say.  with  King  Arthur.  "I  have  learned, —and  been 
happy."

Having  had  the  privilege  to  serve  as  Student 
Government  President  for  the  past  year,  I  have 
developed  a  devotion  to  the  institution  of  student 
government.  I  am  proud  of  the  student 
government's  commitment  to  enhancing  student 
life  and  furthering  student's  rights. 

Wake  Forest's  student  government  is  the  legiti- 
mate policy-making  body  for  the  undergi'aduate 
community.  The  Student  Government's  function  is 
to  represent  and  voice  the  needs  and  concerns  of  all 
undergraduate  students  and  to  formulate  policy  for 
the  betterment  of  the  entire  student  body.  Student 
Government  addresses  every  facet  of  Student  Life 
ad  is  responsible  for  orchestrating  student  leader- 
ship efforts  throughout  the  Wake  Forest  commu- 
nity. 

Modeled  after  the  United  States  Federal  system, 
the  Wake  Forest  Student  Government  consists  of 
an  executive,  legislative,  and  judicial  branch.  The 
executive  branch  is  made  of  the  four  executive 
officers  who  provide  planning  and  initiative, 
oversee  the  operations  of  Student  Government  and 
act  as  liaison  between  students  and  other  constitu- 
encies of  the  university. 

The  judicial  branch  consists  of  the  Honor  Coun- 
cil and  Judicial  Board.  The  Honor  Council  hears 
cases  involving  lying,  cheating,  stealing,  and 
plagiarism  ad  the  Judicial  Board  hears  cases 
involving  social  infractions.  Students  also  serve  as 
student  defenders  for  students  involved  in  judicial 
procedures. 

The  legislative  branch  debates  many  of  the 
issues  and  concerns  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
executive  branch,  as  well  as  issues  raised  by  all 
students.   Students  elect  one  representative  for 
every  fifty  students  in  each  residence  hall  and  off- 
campus/theme  housing.  The  legislature  is  com- 
posed of  six  committees  that  research  problems  and 
try  to  create  solutions.

1991-92.

The  regular  season 
started  with  victories  over 
UNC-Greensboro,  The  Cita- 
del, and  Fairfield.  The  Dea- 
cons then  played  in  the  ACC/ 
Big  East  Challenge  against 
Connecticut,  where  they  were 
defeated  84-75. 

After  this  loss,  the 
team  rolled  with  victories  over 
Fairleigh-Dickinson,  VMI, 
and  Richmond  to  improve 
their  record  to  6-1.  Over 
Christmas,  the  Deacons  trav- 
eled to  Puerto  Rico  to  play 
three  exhibition  games,  all  o 
which  were  won  by  Wake  For- 
est.

Next  on  the  schedule 
were  the  Florida  State  Semi- 
noles,  who  defeated  the  Dea- 
cons 88-85.  The  next  game  was 
against  rival  UNC,  who  de- 
feated Wake  Forest  90-79  at 
Joel  Coliseum. 

The  next  team  to  visit 
Wake  was  16th  ranked  Geor- 
gia Tech.  Boosted  by  Tucker's 
25  points.  Wake  pulled  off  the 
win  86-72.  At  Maryland,  Chris 
King  demonstrated  his  own 
soft  touch,  scoring  31  points  in 
an  86-76  Deacon  victory.  This 
win  improved  the  Deacon's 
record  to  10-4  and  3-3  in  the 
ACC. 

The  team  then  lost  86- 
64  to  number  one  ranked  and 
undefeated  Duke  at  Cameron 
Indoor  Stadium.

towards  an  86-73  win. 

Wake  began  the  sec- 
ond trip  around  the  conference 
at  Florida  State.  The  Deacons 
were  unable  to  get  the  winning 
shot  off  in  time  and  settled  for 
a  79-78  loss.  A  quick  recovery 
was  needed  to  face  Tulane, 
then  ranked  14th.  The  team 
rose  to  the  challenge  and 
stopped  the  "Posse"  with  a  69- 
66  victory. 

Playing  in  the  Dean 
Dome,  the  Deacons  saw  thier 
record  22  point  lead  evaporate 
in  the  second  half  With  1.3 
seconds  left  in  the  game,  the 
Tarheels  sunk  a  rebound  for  a 
heartbreaking  80-78  win. 

Wake  Forest  battled 
back  and  won  three  straight 
games  against  Clemson,  Vir- 
ginia, and  Davidson  before  fac- 
ing Duke  for  the  second  time. 

When  the  Duke  team 
arrived  at  Wake,  they  were 
still  ranked  first  in  the  nation 
and  were  looking  forward  to

Your  college  career  took  a 
major  turn  three  years 
ago  when  you  left  an  es- 
tablished program  at 
Georgetown  after  one  sea- 
son and  transferred  to 
Wake  Forest.

History  of  the  Passion  Play? 
It  is  interesting  that  the 
Christian  church  which 
originally  forbade  the  perfor- 
mance of  plays  when  it  first 
came  into  power  in  the 
Roman  era  was  the  very 
organization  which  brought 
theater  back  to  the  people. 
The  first  plays  of  which  we 
have  a  record  are  the  Easter 
plays  which  were  performed 
in  churches.  It  was  a  means 
of  getting  the  teachings  of  the 
Christian  faith  to  be  more 
understandable  to  the  people. 
These  plays  became  very 
popular  and  eventually  were 
moved  out  of  the  churches 
and  were  presented  then  by 
groups  of  workmen-  guilds. 
Each  guild  would  work  on  a 
certain  play  and  these  plays 
would  be  performed  around 
Corpus  Christi  Day.  For 
example,  the  goldsmiths 
would  work  on  the  "Adora- 
tion of  the  Magi."  This  was  a 
means  for  the  ordinary 
people  to  present,  through 
drama,  their  best  work  to 
honor  the  Christian  faith,  to 
honor  Christ.  That  is  really 
the  basis  for  the  Passion 
Plays.  What  I  did  for  our 
Wake  Forest  Promenade 
Passion  Play  was  to  take 
certEiin  plays  from  certain 
periods,  combine  and  trans- 
late them  from  the  Old 
English  into  more  modern 
English,  still  keeping  the 
verse  form,  the  rhyme 
scheme  and  the  style  of  the 
original.  ActuaOy,  only  about 
a  third  of  our  play  was  from 
the  original  plays;  the  rest 
was  from  Scriptures  and 
little  bits  I  wrote  in  as  well, 
to  get  a  cohesive  production. 
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'Tfie  real  world  into  zvhkfi  most  of 
you  are  about  to  "escape'  is  largely  a  trap. 
'Those  of  you  luho  have  chosen  to  go  on  to 
graduate  or  professional  scfioofs  will  only 
delaij  the  ineintahk.  Sifter  the gentte 
responsibilities  that  you  have  had  for  the 
last  lb  years,  ivhcn  you  generally  had 
something  or  someone  else  to  fall  baclyon 
and  always  had  a  not  too  difficult  way 
out,  you  will  soon  enter  a  profession  of  one 
sort  or  another  and  find  that  now  people 
unll  depend  on  you  to  perform  your 
obligations  without  fail,  '^'ou  unll  acquire 
a  spouse  who  unll  both  share  your  burden 
and  add  yet  more  responsibilities  to  your 
life.  "Eventually  you  will  find  yourself  a 
parent  and  discover  the  most  crushing 
responsibility  of  all.  Jour  oum  childhood 
will  finally  end  with  the  beginning  of 
another.  If  you  fail  in  these  duties, 
especially  the  last,  you  will  have  failed  the 
most  crucial  test  of  your  life.  That 
iqiozvledge  is  what  the  trap  is  made  of. 

I  had  quite  seriously  planned  on 
staying  young  forever  as  you  all  should 
really  do,  but  it  came  to  me  a  few  years 
ago  that  somehow  I  had  failed  and  it  had 
all  caught  up  with  me.  There  were 
compensations:  a  wife  I  love,  my  children, 
good  friends,  a  comfortable  life,  but  it  was 
not  a  pleasant  realization  to  know  my 
options  ivere  effectively  at  an  end.  It  was 
less  pleasant  to  realize  that  there  was  no 
one  to  blame  but  myself. 

'Jhank_Qod  I  was  wrong.  There  was  a 
way  out  of  the  trap.  It  toof^me  a  few  more 
years  of  dabbling  to  find  it  but  it  was 
always  there,  waiting  to  be  discovered. 

There  is  a  defense  against  the  trap  in 
which  you  all  are  about  to  embark^  and  the 
defense  is  to  be  found  within  yourselves. 
'Laeh  of  you  has  a  dream.  Maybe  you  have 
shared  it  with  your  closest  friends,  perhaps 
you  have  not.  "But  unthin  each  of  you  is 
something  you  want  to  accomplish  for 
yourself.  It  is  your  defense  against

This  survey,  conducted  by  the  Old  Gold  and  Blac 
and  reported  by  Kristin  Bargeron,  listed  hot  spots 
frequented  by  Wake  students,  admired  professors 
and  classes,  hints  at  parking  illegally  on  campus 
study  areas  and  to-die-for  meals.    Some  of  the 
highlights  include  some  pretty  surprising  answer 
The  best  overseas  program  was  by  far  Casa  Arto 
in  Venice,  Italy.   As  John  Addington  Symonds  sai 
of  Venice.  "She  is  the  Shakespeare  of  cities — 
unchallenged,  incomparable,  and  beyond  envy." 
The  best  place  for  quiet  study  proved  to  be  the 
old  stand  by,  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Library. 
Surveyors  chose  the  new  Wilson  Wing,  especially 
the  atrium,  and  the  stacks  on  the  eighth  floor  as 
their  favorite  quiet  places. 

Students  chose  the  third   floor  of  Benson  Univer- 
sity Center  as  the  best  place  for  social  study.   If 
you  don't  end  up  talking  to  some  passerby  for  at 
least  ten  minutes,  you're  just  in  the  wrong  place.

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The  Cardboard  City  was  planned  in  con- 
junction with  Homelessness  Awareness  Week  and 
raised  money  for  Project  Pro  Humanitate. 

The  event  was  very  well  planned  and  was 
successful  in  creating  dialogue  about 
homelessness.   Observing  the  behavior  of  the 
participants  reveals  some  interesting  aspects  of 
the  Wake  Forest  community  and  of  human 
nature. 

As  construction  on  the  Magnolia  Court 
began,  the  goal  of  campus  unity  was  superficially 
met.   Resourcefulness  and  ingenuity  were  wide- 
spread. Three  fraternities  combined  resources, 
which  portrayed  a  sense  of  cooperation. 

However,  overall,  an  opportunistic  envi- 
ronment prevailed.  The  groups  that  started 
building  later  had  less  cardboard  to  work  with, 
while  other  organizations  were  using  large  pieces 
of  cardboard  to  make  signs.   The  protected  area 
against  the  wall  was  monopolized  by  the  larger 
groups  early  on. 

Once  the  rain  stopped  the  night  of  Feb. 
19,  the  ideal  of  sacrifice  seemed  to  have  dimin- 
ished in  one  house  in  particular  with  the  pres- 
ence of  a  radio  and  television. 

When  the  houses  were  being  built,  any

available  material  that  was  not  bolted  down  was 
used  to  aid  the  construction  process.   Crates  used 
to  barricade  Magnolia  Court  were  taken,  and  the 
patio  furniture  was  swiped  from  Benson  University 
Center.  A  stereotype  exists  that  homeless  people 
are  thieves — how  much  better  do  we  behave  when 
forced  to  provide  our  own  shelter? 

Ironically,  the  rain  that  has  plagued  the  fund 
raising  for  Project  Pro  Humanitate  continued  on  the 
first  night.   A  lone  house,  created  in  the  true  spirit 
of  the  homeless  who  lack  other  resources,  was  made 
out  of  only  tape  and  cardboard.   Almost  symboli- 
cally, this  house  was  demolished  after  the  first  hour 
of  rain.  The  houses  of  the  Cardboard  City  that 
survived  the  first  night  had  the  advantage  of  Items 
such  as  tarps,  sheet  plastic  and  wooden  bases. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the 
groups  wrote  the  phrase.  "Bar  Open  All  Night. "  on 
the  outside  of  their  domicile.   The  humor  and 
creativity  were  duly  noted  and  it  is  acknowledged 
that  the  sign  did  not  verify  the  presence  of  alcohol 
which  was  prohibited.   Other  groups  flirted  with  the 
non-alcohol  policy,  drinking  out  of  bottles  inside  of 
brown  paper  bags.  There  were  more  blatant  dis- 
plays of  this  violation  with  the  presence  of  a  keg  to 
help  the  occupants  of  one  house  "keep  warm." 
Visitors  and  occupants  were  greeted  with.  "Are  you 
ready  to  party?"  This  illuminates  the  fact  that 
alcohol  bridges  all  socioeconomic  gaps.   It  is  esti- 
mated that  20  percent  of  college  students  are  prob- 
lem drinkers  and  30  percent  of  homeless  are  alco- 
holics. 

A  shanty  town  tends  to  bring  to  mind  a  dirty, 
ramshackle  area,  covered  with  trash.   Wake  Forest's 
Cardboard  City  was  strewn  with  litter  which  helped 
to  maintain  this  stereotype.   Several  of  the  houses 
had  constructed  clever  mailboxes.   This  highlights 
one  of  the  main  obstacles  of  working  with  the 
homeless — without  a  permanent  address  it  is  diffi- 
cult and  almost  Impossible  to  receive  federal  ben- 
efits of  any  kind.   Without  a  mailing  address  the 
cycle  of  poverty  continues  indefinitely. 

The  Cardboard  City  was  invaluable  in  help- 
ing to  raise  the  consciousness  of  the  student  body. 
However,  if  it  has  truly  enlightened  the  campus.  It 
win  make  us  realize  that  we.  the  privileged,  college- 
educated,  who  have  money,  ID  and  dorm  keys  in 
our  pockets,  can  never  truly  experience  the  utter 
destitution  that  comes  with  being  homeless.   With 
this  fact  in  mind  we  must  come  to  understand  how 
lucky  we  are  and  accept  the  responsibility  that 
comes  with  out  privilege.   PPH  is  a  good  first  step. 
Let  us  continue  to  struggle,  to  challenge  ourselves 
and  to  act,  for  we  are  truly  blessed.

At  that  point,  I  was  already  involved  in  BSU  so  1 
already  had  a  good  base  of  friends  and  1  just 
wanted  another  social  outlet.

So  1  did  but 
I  felt  like  the  brothers  that  1  met  and  knew  on  an 
individual  basis  were  fine  but  once  they  were  in  a 
group,  it  was  like  they  were  different  people.   I  felt 
like  at  times  they  were  insincere  and  the  fraternity 
was  just  for  social  status  so  1  was  just  kind  of  put 
off  by  it.   It's  not  that  1  had  anything  against 
anyone  personally.  It's  just  that  1  wasn't  comfort- 
able so  1  decided  1  wasn't  going  to  pledge. 
Sophomore  year  I  also  started  singing  in  the 
Gospel  choir  and  there  were  some  Alpha  Phi 
Alpha  brothers  in  the  choir  at  the  time  and  talked 
to  me  about  rushing  next  semester.  Alpha  Phi 
Alpha  has  been  integrated  since  around  1945  but 
there  had  never  been  a  white  brother  on  this 
campus.   So,  just  to  shut  them  up,  1  told  them  I'd 
go  to  a  couple  of  rush  events  to  see  what  it's  like.  I 
just  really  felt  comfortable:  1  felt  like  it  was  the 
place  for  me.  I  liked  a  lot  of  the  things  the  frater- 
nity does.  1  liked  the  fact  that  they  don't  serve 
alcohol  at  the  parties,  and  for  a  lot  of  the  Greek 
scene  alcohol  is  the  party.  I'm  not  against  drink- 
ing per  se,  but  if  the  only  reason  you  go  to  a  party 


is  to  stand  around  and  drink,  don't  call  it  a  party, 
just  call  it  a  "stand  around  and  drink".  1  felt  like  it 
was  a  genuine  brotherhood.  1  got  the  impression 
that  I  could  go  on  any  campus  anywhere  and  that  if 
there  were  people  who  were  brothers  with  me.  they 
would  be  my  brother  and  we  could  relate  instantly. 
How  do  you  feel  about  Wake  Forest,  generally? 
I've  never  regretted  coming  here.  I  feel  overall  very 
good  about  this  place  and  I  think  that  1  couldn't 
have  picked  a  better  school.

The 
book  was  printed  using  the  offset  lithography  process  with 
100%  black  ink.  The  Howler  is  smythesewn  with  160 
point  binder  boards  and  headbands.  The  cover  is  a  four 
color  slide  photo  shot  by  staff  photographer  Tip  Gentry. 
The  cover  lettering  is  hot  foil  stamped  in  gold.  The  entire 
1992  Howler  was  produced  using  Pagemaster,  the  Herff 
Jones  PageMaker  derivative.  The  index  was  generated 
manually  by  the  editor-in-chief  All  color  transparencies 
were  laser  scanned  using  the  150  line  screen  for  indi- 
vidual reproduction.  All  black  and  white  photographs 
were  individually  reproduced  using  a  150  line  screen.  All 
photographs  were  taken  by  Wake  Forest  University 
students  except  for  student  portraits  which  were  taken  by 
Yearbook  Associates  represented  by  Allen  Ollove.  The 
1992  Howler  contains  64  pages  of  four  color  processing 
and  several  pages  of  spot  color  processing.  The  Howler 
staff  was  allocated  $60,700  from  the  Student  Budget 
Advisory  Committee  for  the  publishing  of  the  1992 
Howler  and  maintenance  of  the  office.  All  advertisements 
were  sold  and  managed  by  Yearbook  Press  of  America  of 
Marietta,  GA.

I  When  I  accepted  the  job  of  editing  the  1992  Howler,  I  knew  that  it  would  mean  a  lot  of  personal  and  academic  sacrifice.  I 

knew  also  that  I  simply  could  not  turn  it  down:  I  had  the  opportunity  to  write  a  history  of  the  year  I  graduated  from  college. 
Most  importantly.  I  knew  that  as  much  as  I  wanted  to  edit  this  book  and  as  much  as  I  have  enjoyed  working  on  it  for  the  past 
three  years,  that  I  wanted  to  change  it. 

I  had  a  lot  of  goals  for  this  book.  I  wanted  it  to  be  a  thinking  person's  yearbook.  I  hope  that  everyone  can  find  something 
in  this  year's  book  that  they  like  and  something  that  challenges  them.   I  wanted  to  produce  the  entire  book  on  computer,  for  the 
first  time  in  Wake's  history.   Though  I  and  most  of  my  staff  probably  would  have  considered  ourselves  to  be  computer  illiterate 
less  than  a  year  ago,  we  not  only  managed  PageMaker,  we  became  adept  at  it.   I  wanted  to  reorganize  the  yearbook  and  get  rid  of 
the  traditional  sections  in  favor  of  a  single  Student  Year  section  that  would  emphasize  our  unity,  not  our  divisions,  and  would  be 
organized  chronologically,  not  arbitrarily.  I  wanted  to  work  toward  balancing  our  editorial  board  by  including  students  that  more 
accurately  represented  Wake's  diversity:  Greek,  independent,  minority,  non-minority.  How  could  we  pretend  to  write  a  history  if 
we  weren't  listening  to  all  the  voices? 

Most  of  all,  I  wanted  to  hear  the  voices.  I've  been  a  full-time  student  for  four  years  and  I  have  met  some  incredible  people 
here  at  Wake.  I  entered  my  job  and  my  senior  year  fully  confident  that  there  were  many  incredible  ones  that  I  didn't  know  yet.  I 
spent  the  year  trying  to  get  to  know  them  so  that  you  could  too.  This  year's  theme,  A  Face  in  the  Crowd,  came  to  me  when  I  was 
reading  Shakespeare:  "And  one  man  in  his  time  plays  many  parts".  When  I  first  saw  the  slide  I  chose  to  use  as  the  picture  for 
this  year's  cover,  I  saw  people  I  knew  within  the  crowd,  but  what  really  struck  me  was  the  beautiful  way  the  colors  and  shapes 
meshed  at  a  distance.  All  of  the  voices  I  have  heard  this  year,  all  of  the  faces  I  met  for  the  first  time,  are  part  of  the  soccer 
stadium  at  that  Sunday  afternoon  game.   How  dull  it  would  be  if  everyone  wore  grey  and  spoke  in  the  same  accent.  Fortunately, 
Wake  isn't  like  that  .  The  people  my  staff  and  I  interviewed  spoke  violently,  and  complacently,  wanted  changes,  and  were  satis- 
fied. Each  of  them  had  something  important  to  say  about  Wake  Forest  and  because  each  of  them  is  a  part  of  our  community,  we 
have  the  responsibility  to  listen. 

I  like  the  Peggy  Noonan  quote  for  many  reasons.   I  think  the  best  interviews  in  this  book  are  the  ones  when,  for  what- 
ever reason,  the  person  being  interviewed  wasn't  worried  about  what  they  were  saying:  they  were  just  talking  candidly  about 
something  important.  I  think  that  we  all  have  the  responsibility  to  be  candid  about  the  things  we  think  are  important.  I  didn't 
want  to  produce  just  another  yearbook  filled  with  pictures  of  Wake's  beautiful  buildings.  I  wanted  to  look  candidly  at  the  roots 
of  my  higher  education.  Maybe  I'm  an  intrusive  editor:  I  can  see  a  lot  of  myself  in  this  book,  but  I  make  no  apologies.  Like 
everyone  I  interviewed,  like  everyone  on  this  campus,  what  "I  did  was  me  and  that  was  why  I  came ". 

There  are  so  many  people  that  I  should  thank.  First  my  staff  who  has  been  stretched  to  the  limit,  and  beyond,  to  try  and 
meet  my  expectations.   Many  thanks  to  those  who  took  on  editorial  jobs  their  first  year  at  Wake:  Mehera  (you  worked  well  with 
Cindy)  and  Connie  (your  faculties  far  exceeded  your  section).  Betsy,  many  thanks  for  a  thankless  job.  I  don't  blame  you  for 
wanting  out  next  year!  Cheri.  our  world  traveller,  I  wish  I  had  given  you  a  microcassette  recorder  for  Christmas.  Nate,  you  are 
by  far  the  funniest  person  on  staff  Thanks  for  the  laughs  and  the  insight,  computer  and  otherwise,  that  came  with  them.   Rob, 
I'm  really  sorry,  but  NO  pearlescent  mauve  polka  dots.  Seriously,  your  section  looks  great  and  as  the  consummate  perfectionist, 
you  were  an  editor's  dream.  Erin,  I'm  sure  Larry  will  miss  you,  but  probably  not  as  much  as  the  Controller's  office.  Gina  and 
Brent  ,  you  did  more  than  I  would  have  considered  humanly  possible,  especially  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Project  Pro  Humanitate 


How  did  Project  Pro  Humanitate  start? 
The  project  first  emerged  about  two  years 
ago  at  the  Presidential  Leadership  confer- 
ence.  They  discussed  it,  said  "let's  build  a 
Habitat  for  Humanity  House"  but  no  one 
took  up  plans.   So  when  David  Upchurch, 
Chris  Boyer,  Jill  Weiskopf  and  Rod  Webb 
were  elected  last  spring  they  included  this 
project  in  what  they  wanted  to  do  over  the 
next  couple  of  years.  They  did  some  origi- 
nal work,  wrote  a  proposal,  made 
committes,  and  asked  me  to  be  the  project 
head. 

Why  this  specific  project? 
I  have  always  wanted  to  make  a  difference 
and  have  an  impact.   I've  been  involved 
with  student  government  activities  since  I 
was  a  freshman.   When  this  was  offered  to 
me  I  saw  this  as  a  great  way  to  have  an 
impact.  It  is  really  an  amazing  project  in 
that  it  is  all  student  run,  100^.  It's  a 
chance  for  me  as  a  junior  in  college  to  have 
an  impact  on  the  University  as  well  as  the 
community  and  have  a  big  impact  on  one 
family.  We  are  going  to  drastically  change 
the  future  of  one  family  by  enabling  them 
to  move  into  a  house  that  they  wouldn't 
otherwise  have.   We  want  to  promote  the 
value  of  service  with  this  project.  There  are 
really  three  goals.  The  first  is,  of  course,  to 
build  a  house.  The  second  is  to  try  to 
encourage  service  on  this  campus.  We  took 
the  name  of  our  project  from  the  school's 
motto.   In  any  college  student's  college 
experience,  there  should  be  some  sort  of 
service,  especially  at  Wake  Forest  where 
the  values  of  the  liberal  arts  tradition  are 
so  encouraged.  The  last  was  really  to  bring 
together  the  campus.   I  have  always 
thought  that  this  as  a  small  school  was  a 
lot  like  a  family.   I  know  a  lot  of  people  here 
and  I  feel  like  I  have  some  new  brothers 
and  sisters  from  this  school.  As  with  any 
family  you  have  some  kind  of  sibling 
rivalries  or  some  kind  of  tension  between 
the  children  and  the  parents.  We  have  that 
here,  between  us  and  the  faculty  and  us 
and  the  administration.   This  is  a  chance  to 
break  down  some  of  those  barriers.  Work- 
ing on  the  house,  working  together,  you  will 
see  the  commonality  that  everyone  shares 
through  working  together  on  the  house,   it's 
not  staged  or  anything  If  you  are  both 
working  together  you  may  need  to  borrow  a 
hammer  but  you  are  sweating  next  to  each 
other,  you  have  some  common  bonding  time 
while  working  on  the  actual  house.

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Feelings  about  Wake  over  the  last 
four  years? 

I've  grown  a  lot  socially  and  emotion- 
ally over  the  last  four  years.  I've 
learned  to  look  beyond  the  stereo- 
types and  try  to  break  down  my  own 
ignorance  about  certain  things  and 
my  own  biases.  Everybody  is  biased, 
whether  or  not  they  want  to  claim  it 
or  not,  whether  or  not  they  want  to 
realize  it.  Everyone  is  biased  against 
something  but  if  you  are  able  to 
realize  it  and  work  against  it,  then  I 
think  you  can  make  some  progress 
and  escape  the  limits  of  your  bias. 
How  do  you  think  the  University  has 
facilitated  that? 

There  are  two  sides  of  Wake  Forest. 
There  is  Wake  Forest  the  institution 
and  Wake  Forest  the  business.  I 
always  used  to  joke  with  my  friends 
about  the  fact  that  the  founding 
fathers  of  this  school  would  probably 
roll  over  in  their  grave  if  they  knew 
some  of  the  things  that  went  on  here 
now  because  I  think  the  school  has 
turned  into  a  business.  That's  sad  in 
a  way.  I  think  Wake  Forest  is  in 
danger  of  losing  many  things  that 
are  special  to  its  spirit. 
What  do  you  think  the  spirit  of  Wake 
Forest  is? 

In  the  beginning  the  spirit  was  the 
idea  of  learning,  coming  together  and 
fusing  both  the  academic  and  reli- 
gious and  to  use  that  in  the  world. 
Today,  the  spirit  of  Wake  Forest 
could  be  seen  as  the  caring  and  being 
responsible  for  more  than  just 
yourself  in  the  world.  We're  told  that 
we  are  apathetic  and  that  people 
don't  have  the  opportunities  that  we 
have  and  that  we  should  work  to 
change  that.  There  are  people  here 
who  are  never  involved  in  any  of 
that,  that  say  "  no,  I  don't  have  the 
responsibility".
